Mulberry rose suffused salmon 
with wax yellow at base of pet- 
als. The petals twist somewhat 
and point in all directions. The 
bushes are six to seven feet high 
and are covered with immense 
blooms which are held almost on 
top of straight stems. This is a 
very hardy variety and blooms 
are nearly as large when grown 
in the open without fertilizer as 
when forced. 


It won the A. H. A. Medal at 
the Wisconsin State Show at 
Milwaukee; was most outstand- 
ing specimen bloom at both 
Peekskill and Poughkeepsie; 
was first semi-cactus at the Cen- 
tral States Show, and blue rib- 
bon winner in several other 
shows. This is the only new dah- 
lia that has the distinction of 
being on ALL the Honor Rolls. 
Award of Merit at Georgia 
Trials.

This dahlia upon opening ap- 
pears somewhat on the _ semi- 
cactus type, but as it developes 
the edges cof the petals fall back 
and roll forming quills which 
gradually incurve. It is rose pink 
with a cream center and the 
most beautiful and artistic dah- 
lia we have ever introduced. 
Blooms are twelve inches and 
over with good depth and are 
held on long straight stems. 
The bush attains a height of six 
to seven feet and has good foli- 
age. 


It won the A. H. A. Medal at 
both Peekskill (N.Y.) and Wash- 
ington (D.C.) and the $50 Gov. 
Bond at the latter piace; was a 
Gold Medal Certificate winner at 
the A. D. S. Show at the World’s 
Fair, and first in the Court of 
Honor of the N. N. J. Hort. Soe. 
Show. The blooms exhibited at 
Peekskill were grown by Gordon 
Waaser at his gardens at Bald- 
win, L. I., and were over twelve 
inches across.

This sulphur yellow formal ‘has 
been grown to 15% inches, but 
under ordinary conditions it is 
an 1l-inch bloom. We believe 
it to be the largest and best 
formal to _ date. It is very 
compact, is not at all coarse, 
and the petals fall well back to- 
wards the stem when the bloom 
is fully developed. The stems are 
straight and rigid and hold the 
blcoms almost directly on top. 
The bushes are rugged, of medi- 
um height, and will produce five 
and six 10 and 11-inch blooms 
at the same time. 


It was the best yellow formal 
at the A. D. S. Show at the 
World’s Fair; best formal at 
Central States Show at Chicago; 
was the most outstanding speci- 
men bloom in the 1939 Pough- 
keepsie show when exhibited as 
a two-year old seedling.

It is immense in size and the blooms 


have long and straight stems and are produced in profusion. In color the bloom is 
crimson red overlaid wax yellow with the yellow more pronounced on reverse of petals. 
The petals twist somewhat, further enhancing this wonderful dahlia. The bush is of 


medium height and very hardy. 


Trojan won the A. H. A. Medal at E. Liverpool, Ohio, by unanimous vote of the 
judges. It was grown successfully in various parts of the country.

The 
stems are long and straight and 
the bushes attain a height of 
seven feet and are covered with 
fine exhibition blooms.
